CATTLE PRICES 


SHOW DROP IN 


-—THEPIST WEEK 


There Is Very Little Good Beef 
Coming Into the Yards at 
Present 


" 

Cattle prices are down from $1 to 
$2 per ecwt, and this is to eome ex- 
tent due to the fact that frozen beef 
is being brought in from the states 
to compete wit local packers, There 
fs, however, very little good beef com- 
ing in to the yards. 60 It Is diMficult 
to state definitely what good grain- 
fed beef would bring if it were of- 
fered. Tho packers are not at all 
anxious for this soft grass-fed stuff 
that is being offered now, and there 
are very few buyers of stockers and 


feeders. Tie coast market has been 
cut off also by the American beef 
being brought in in competition and 
{t fe apparent that Canadian prices 
will have to come down to tue United 
States levels. 

There are several loads of cattle 
that were taken from the drouth 
areas cast and south of here, +o points 


on the Dunvegan lines, ‘being re- 
turned now. There are also some 
norses, shipped north last fall for 
feeding, being returned now. All 


prices at the present time are siowing 
a depressed prospect. 

Cattle receipts for the week were 
672, and this included 104 calves. 
Top price was received for four steers 
weighing 1,055, which sold’at $12; 
two averaging 1,110 sold for $11.25; 
one weighing 960 sold for $10.50, One 
heifer weishine 1,080 topped the 
week's sales at $11.59; one cow 
weighing 1,080 sold for $10.60, and 
three cows averaging 1,075 sold for 
$10. Twenty calves in nice condition 
sold for $16. These averaged 160 
pounds. Tiere js quite a spread in 
price offered for common butchers 
and choice beef. 

Hogs 

Hog receipts for the week were 566 
and the price held steady all week at 
$18.50. Prospects on hog prices seem 
to be steady. 

Sheep 

Very few fat sheep are being of- 
fered, the receipts at the yerds for all 
kinds of sheep this week being 56. 
Some of tanis year's lambs are being 
sold directly to the plant now, but all 
prices are down since lambs sold on 
the market here. Lambs would not 
bring much more than §18 to $14 now 
and $12 would be a good price for 
fat ewes or wethers which gold two 
weeks ago at $17.

New Contract Provides for Hourly Wage of $1.25 and a 
Saturday Half-Holiday—Local Agreement is Similar 
to That in Operation in Other Parts of The West.

The International Union of Brick- 
layers and Masuns of Edmonton have 
just comluded negotiations wita the 
Builders’ Exchange and an  agree- 
ment satisfactory to both parties has 
been reached, The local agreement 
is similar to that adopted in ye 
western cities and provides for 
hourly wage of $1.25 for an hour 
dav with a Saturday half-noliday. 

It js a closed shey agreement and 
provides for tho employment of only 
those brickiayers and masons who 
are members of the international 
union. In the event of the union not 
being in a position ¢0 supply men, the 
gontrectors may hire non-members, 
but these are to be replaced as soon 
as the union can supply help.

WOOL GROWERS 
a UNFAVORABLE 


Prices Paid During the Last 
Three Years Are Not in 
Sight 


‘ The following information on tlie 
woo! market ia issued by J. McCaiz, 
chief publicity commiewioner for the 
provincial government: 


‘Wool growers tais year are faced 
by a situation whic. ta quite unfayor- 
able compared $0 conditions during 
the past four years. The 60c and 60c 
prices. secured during the last three 
years are not in sight. Owing to the 
considerable supplies of wool coming 
to the United States from the old 
country but chiefly to money strin- 
wency and unsteadineas in waolesale 
and retail business, manufac‘turers are 
not stocking up wit wool at present. 

“It does not descr#be the wool mar- 
ket to say that wool is worth only 
half or less than half of what it 
brought last year. The fact is that 
there is no market and where offers 
are being made, woo! growere saoculd 
understand tiat prices are purely 
6peculative, In this oircumetance it is 
fair to assume that they represent @ 
wide spread below prices obtainable 
when the market becomes settled. The 
wool producer etands to gain by wait- 
ing for settled markets. The market- 
Ing of from 609 to 90 per cent. of the 
wool in Alberta through co-operative 
consignment over the past three yeare 
as resulted in satisfactory returns to 
woo! growers and {ft would look to be 
a better systom than ever under thie 
year's conditions. 

“The grading of woo! is likely to be 
sha:p and particular this year, but 
when wool is graded and assembled 
at Toronto in proxtanity to both man- 
ufacturing demand jn Canada &:nd to 
the United States demand, selling con- 
dition’ should ve as good as they can 
be made this year. On this account 
It would geem advisable for farmers 
not to sell at prevent, but to take ad- 
vantage of co-operative donsignment 
and selling for tne sake of getting tae 
ultimate value of thelr product, Ad- 
vances toda year on wool] will mot be 
high. They will run from 15¢ to 25c 
per pound.”

“Deflation”—Its Process 


And Its 


Under the heading ‘‘If the Mad 
Dollar Should Die’? McClure’s for 
June has an article dealing with 
the policy of restriction of credit 
by United States banks for the al- 
leged purpose of bringing down 
prices by making money  searce. 
The United States banking system 
differs from the Canadian ‘in that 
instead of a single bank having 
miany branches as in Canada the 
single banks have a central head 
calied the ederal Keserve bank 
under government control which 
directs the policy of the single 
banks. It is in fact an adaptation 
ot an important feature of the 
Canadian systein. ‘The article 
reads: 

The Federal Reserve Banks whic 


are controlled by the government and | 


lend money not to individuals but to 
other banks call in the other bankers 
und say to them: ‘We are lending you 
# billlon dollars on Liberty Bonds 
which people have bought and 
paid for—that is, bonds waicha they 
pledged with you for foans aud which 
you in turn pledged with us for paper 
money. Ali these loans must be paid 
off at once. Bring back the paper 
money we have loaned you and re- 
deem: thd bonds. We intend to cancel 
the paper money.” 

The other bankers say: ‘We cannot 
do it at once. Our money is all 
loaned out to people wio are using it 
in teelr business operations and in 
Wall Street.” 

‘Nevertheless, if must be done,” the 
Wederal Reserve Banks say. ‘‘We nre 
resolved to bring prices down by de- 
flation.’’ 

The other bankers then cali in 
their customers and gay; ‘Those Lib- 
erty Bonds which you pledged with 
us for loans we pledged again with 
the Federal Reserve Banks, waicn 
Joanad ur zacer money on them, Now 
the Wederai Reserve Bankes want that 
money back. They will not lend any 
more on Liberty Bonds. ‘Therefore, 
we cannot lend on them either, be- 
cause the money we loaned was not 
vur own. We got it from the govern- 
ment, 
bonds and take them off our janda.’ 

“You mean we @iall have to pay 
for them all down at once’"” the bor- 
rowers ask. “But we can't. We 
haven't got the money.” 

“Either you will pay for them out- 
right or we shall have to sel] them in 
ne open market for what they will 
bring,” the bankers anawer. ‘'There 
smo other way.” 

Now there is a great commotion, 
ISverybody begins to sell. Some sel! 
other things to get the money with 


which to redeem and save their Liber- | 


ty Bonds for what they will bring; 
some default on their loans and the 
banks taen sell their Liberty Bonde,
